Sec.  9.     The  Secretary  shall  issue  all  summon- 
ses for  meetings  of    t!ie    Lodge;  notifv    all    can- 
didates of  their  acceptance  ;  keep  a  record  of  all 
proceedings  proper  to  be  written  ;  prepare  the  re- 
turns and  transmit  them  to  Grand  Lodge  ;  receive

\vithout    delay,    taking  his  receipt  therefor.     He
